London—Four (erman seaplanes

“The first raiders, two biplanos, ap
pearsd over Lowestoft at 1055 A, M.

{bombs. In about five minutes they
Iroge to & great height and seamingly
vanished.

“Altogethor, 17 small, high-explosive
bombs were dropped. There weore no
casualtes, Considerable damage was
eauscd to the outhuildings of a restan-
rant and to two dwelling houses.

without result.
